The sun now picks up speed in its trackless journey 
south, but going faster also are the bonfires of color 
now en flaming the low and high stretches of the 
October woodlands. 
How many colors, shadings and hues can you count 
in a coppice of burning maples? Take only the reds, to 
start at the obvious - there is amber red, bleeding red, 
bam red, cowhide red, purple-reds, red fox red.

To Prevent Broken Budget 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President Nixon announced 
today 
he 
is vetoing nine 
b i l l s — s o m e 
o f 
them 
major—because they would 
'‘break the budget" by about 
$2.76 billiion during the next 
two years. 
TTie fattest money bill 
Nixon 
vetoed would have 
appropriated $30.5 billion to 
finance 
activities 
of the 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare. 
He complained that the 
measure 
would 
call for 
“ overspending” 
of $635 
million. Even that sum, he 
said, "would still amount to 
pressure for higher taxes." 
In a memorandum, Nixon 
spoke of his determination to 
hold federal outlays to $250 
billion in the fiscal year that 
began July 1—a ceiling he 
says must be met if higher 
taxes are to be avoided. 
"If I were to sign these 
measures 
into

Nixon, “I would, in effect, 
be

funds required to finance the 
promised services are not 


available, and would not be 
available without the higher 
taxes I have promised to 
resist."

In our rapidly changing 
world today the protests grow 
against authority of all kinds.

"This peril comes from 
m oral 
decadence 
within;

take over the country and 
the growing military might 
and dedication of enemies 
w ithout...” 
Dr. Graham said part of 
the problem is that there are 
so many segments of the 
population 
seeking 
total 
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freedom at any cost which 
causes other citizens to lose 
some of their freedom daily 
because of fear. Suicide is 
our biggest student killer and 
loneliness 
is 
our 
biggest 
personal problem, he said. 
“The news media shouts 
at us 
from morning until 
night about the possibilities 
of some Armaggeddon here 
or there and we get lonelier 
and lonelier... 
“ W ithout 
a 
faith 
to 
believe, we may be physically 
free but psychologically and 
spiritually we are in danger 
of becoming slaves— and in 
time this will soften us for 
the kill.”

Christians are told to ‘‘live 
as free men, yet without using 
your freedom as a pretext for 
evil.” 
Yet at the same time 
they should “ live as servants 
of God.” 
Conflicts between govern­ 
mental leaders and tiieir people 
are not new. 
The Bible p r o ­ 
vides many e' amples of such 
conflicts 
where 
struggles 
developed. 
The Israelites suffered for 
•I0U years in Eg} pt. They also 
made a mess of their tribal 
government and many of their 
kings were wicked. 
Roman authorities and the 
early Christians were frequent­ 
ly at odds. 
Yet it was God’s 
will that Christians find theii 
place in society and seek to 
improve their governments. 
In our rapidly changing 
world today the protests grow 
against authority of all kinds. 
\o u n g people object to tne 
“establishment” as they seek 
more 
freedom from college 
controls, censorship 
in the 
mass media, and dress codes. 
These and similar debates 
will be studied for the next 
month. Much of our time will 
be concerned with how much 
liberty 
should we have and 
how m e 'h should be granted 
to others. 
Some say the generation 
gap killed Jesus. 
The young 
prophet was ri sentod by the 
old religious 
leaders, 
the 
“establishment” of His day. 
Jesus ridiculed some of the 
religious laws of His day. 
tie 
loathed their system of tax­ 
ation and their public display 
of sacrifices. 
Later, however, 
Paul observed that every per­ 
son ought to be subject to the 
governing authorities. 
It was Paul’s belief that the 
authorities 
wore servants of 
God. 
He urged his followers 
to pay 
their taxes to the 
Romans and give 
them the 
proper respect due t heir office.

real democracy is 
possible. 
George Bernard Shaw once 
said, “ Unless human beings 
make the State their servant, 
it soon becomes the master.” 
In this presidential year voters 
have their chance to determine 
who will be the master and 
who will be ti, 
By Christian Ireeuorn we 
mean the freedom to be com­ 
pletely under God. 
It means 
we should obey our rules with­ 
in the bounds of conscience. 
At the same time we must 
admit that 
the 
tension is 
growing between 
individual 
freedom and increasing govern­ 
ment control. 
Everyone is 
subject to some kind or earthly 
authority. 
It may be dangerous to say 
that a Christian might feel free 
to disobey unjust taws. 
Such 
measures might be unjust to 
him, yet just to the rest of the 
world. 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
once said that “ Any law that 
uplifts human personality is 
just. 
Any law that degrades 
human personality Is unjust.” 
Mass demonstrations 
seldom 
have 
the long-time 
effect that petitions of protests 
and later elections have. 
Good governments will en­ 
courage good conduct. 
For a 
stable society the authorities 
must 
Ik* 
servants o f God. 
Good conduct on the part of 
the people will glorify God. 
This, however, is easier to say 
than to do. 
God’s principles of good

have not 
changed.

regulation and set standards of

policy year. Nevada has set the 
figure at 60 cents.

A 
spokesman for the company 
said National Liberty accepted 
the penalty but “ we do not 
admit guilt.” 
“ Whenever we are asked by 
a departm ent to conform to

com ply,” said the spokesman, 
Gerald Beavan. “ We do not 
fight the departm ents.” 
The company nonetheless 
registered premium growth in 
the first six m onths this year 84

were “ the best in the history of 
National 
Liberty 
Corp. 
in 
terms of growth in revenues 
and earnings.” 
Why has National Liberty 
been singled out for particular 
regulatory attention? 
“ In this business we are the 
largest,” said Beavan. “ We are 
the most visible. Thirdly, we 
use Mr. Art Linkletter. 
“ And Art Linkletter is a 
household 
word,” 
he 
said. 
“ And you can always get your 
name in the paper if you attack 
Art Linkletter.”

of 
good 
moral 
character.’*

f u l f i l l e d 
h i s 
a c a d e m i c 
requirements. Mallory asked if 
it would be possible to grant 
the degree without granting 
authorization 
to 
teach 
in 
Missouri public schools. 
The opinion by Asst. Atty.
